Study  of  the  Bible  by  Ministers. 

If  a  minister  of  the  Gospel  will  arrive  at 
such  an  acquaintance  with  religious  truth  as 
eminently  to  qualify  him  for  usefulness,  he 
must  give  himself  up  to  unremitting  and  la* 
borious  effort  in  the  study  of  the  Bible. 

The  necessity  for  this  kind  of  effort  arises 
in  part  from  the  very  nature  of  the  truths 
themselves  which  are  the  objects  of  his  re¬ 
search.  They  are  most  profound  and  inex¬ 
haustible,  and  relate  to  such  things  as  the  ex. 
istence,  nature,  character  and  works  of  God  ; 
the  creation  and  fall  of  man,  the  corruption  of 
his  nature,  the  immortality  of  the  soul,  its  ex- 
posediiess  to  everlasting  death,  the  method  of 
its  deliverance,  the  consequent  work  of  the 
Redeemer,the  requisitions  made  of  those  who' 
will  become  interested  in  him,  the  agonies  of 
hell  and  the  glories  of  heaven.  These  truths, 
in  all  their  extent  and  diversified  bearings,  do 
not  lie  upon  the  surface  of  the  Bible,  so  that 
a  familiar  acquaintance  with  them  can  be  ac¬ 
quired  without  much  effort.  It  is  only  by 
making  them  the  subject  of  constant  and  la¬ 
borious  thought  and  profound  research,  that 
they  can  be  understood  in  all  their  relations, 
so  as  lo  admit  of  being  presented  with  per¬ 
spicuity  and  force.  So  inexhaustible,  more¬ 
over,  are  they  in  themselves,  that  even  the 
most  experienced  and  learned  biblical  scholars, 
never  find  occasion  to  relax  their  laborious  re¬ 
searches,  or  cease  to  make  new  discoveries. 
Yea,  the  greater  their  acquisitions,  the  more 
sensible  do  they  become  of  the  unfathomable 
deep  that  lies  still  before  them. 

The  necessity  of  unremitting  and  laborious 
effort  in  the  study  of  the  Bible,  in  order  lo 
arrive  at  such  a  knowledge  of  its  truths  as  is 
requisite  to  a  minister  of  the  Gospel,  arises 
also  from  the  fact,  that  the  Scriptures  are  writ¬ 
ten  in  foreign  languages,  and  in  such  also  as 
have  long  since  ceased  lo  be  spoken.  If  any 
writings  are  to  be  thoroughly  understood  and 
correctly  interpreted,  they  must  be  read  in  the 
language  in  which  they  were  originally  writ¬ 
ten.  No  translation,  however  faithful  it  may 
be,  can  ever  give  the  sense  of  the  original  so 
exactly  as  never  lo  be  liable  to  be  misunder¬ 
stood.  This  remark  applies  with  as  much 
force  to  the  Bible  as  lo  any  other  writings. — 
The  fact,  moreover,  that  a  language  has  long 
ceased  to  be  spoken,  renders  the  acquisition  of 
a  correct  knowledge  of  it  exceedingly  difficult. 
This  is  especially  true,  when  but  few  books 
written  in  the  dead  language  are  still  extant, 
as  is  the  case  with  the  Hebrew  language,  in 
which  the  books  of  the  Old  Testament  were 
written.  All  who  have  ever  undertaken  to 
study  the  Old  Testament  Scriptures  in  the 
original  language,  are  aware  of  the  difficulty 
of  the  task.  Indeed,  but  few'  comparatively 
ever  attain  to  such  a  knowledge  of  the  He¬ 
brew  as  to  be  able  to  read  the  Old  Testament 
with  facility  and  profit.  The  same  remarks, 
with  some  qualification,  apply  to  the  Greek 
language,  in  which  the  New  Testanrient  Scrip¬ 
tures  were  written.  If  then,  the  Bible  is  lo 
be  studied  in  the  original  languages  with  fa¬ 
cility  and  profit,  as  must  be  the  case,  if  its 
truths  are  to  be  thoroughly  understood  and 
correctly  interpreted,  it  is  evident,  that  labo¬ 
rious  and  unremitting  efforts  are  indispensa¬ 
ble.  At  no  other  price  can  this  advantage  be 
purchased. 

The  necessity  for  laborious  and  unremitting 
effort  in  the  study  of  the  Bible,  in  order  to  ar¬ 
rive  at  a  full  knowledge  of  its  contents,  finds 
still  another  foundation  in  the  fact,  that  its 
scenes  are  necessarily  laid  in  a  distant  country 
and  in  an  age  far  removed  from  the  present. 
All  writings  abound  more  or  less  in  imagery 
and  pictorial  allusions,  which  receive  their  pe¬ 
culiar  modification  from  the  face  of  the  coun¬ 
try  and  the  institutions,  laws,  customs  and 
manners  of  the  age  in  which  they  were  writ¬ 
ten.  This  is  especially  the  case  with  the 
Holy  Scriptures,  and  indeed  with  the  oriental 
writings  of  every  description.  To  understand 
this  imagery  and  these  allusions,  an  acquain¬ 
tance  with  the  particular  sources  from  which 
they  are  drawn  is  indispensable.  A  know¬ 
ledge  of  the  geography  and  chronology  of  the 
Bible,  of  oriental  institutions,  customs  and 
manners,  is  therefore  essential  to  the  profita¬ 
ble  and  successful  study  of  the  Scriptures. — 
This  opens  up  to  the  minister  of  the  Gospel 
an  extensive  field  for  unremitting  and  labo¬ 
rious  research,  the  cultivation  of  which  is  ren¬ 
dered  especially  difficult  by  the  distance  of 
the  country  and  the  remoteness  of  the  age  to 
which  it  belongs. 

Yet  another  ground  for  unremitting  and  la¬ 
borious  effort  in  the  study  of  the  Bible,  in  or¬ 
der  to  arrive  at  a  thorough  knowledge  of  its 
contents,  is  found  in  the  fact,  that  some  of  its 
truths,  are  by  their  very  nature  such  as  to  find 
their  proper  complement  only  in  history.— 
This  is  the  case  with  what  the  Bible  says  with 
respect  to  the  depravity  of  man.  It  represents 


him  in  his  natural  state  as  wholly  corrupt, 
prone  to  evil  as  the  sparks  are  to  fly  upward, 
and  backward  to  all  good.  A  fearful  descrip¬ 
tion  of  his  condition,  when  unrestrained  by 
the  benign  influences  of  the  Gospel,  is  given 
by  the  Apostle  Paul  in  the  first  chapter  of  bis 
epistle  to  the  Romans.  To  understand  these 
representations  folly,  it  is  necessary  to  study 
the  character  of  man  as  exhibited  in  the  his¬ 
tory  of  the  different  nations  of  the  world,  and 
especially  of  the  ancient  heathen.  The  Bible 
alM  abounds  with  prophecies,  the  fulfilment 
and  consequent  correct  interpretation  of  which 
can  be  ascertained  only  from  the  study  of  his- 
lory.  Some  of  them  relate  to  particular  na¬ 
tions,  and  to  understand  these  and  ascertain 
their  fulfilment,  a  knowledge  of  the  history  of 
those  nations  is  indispen.«able.  Others  relate 
particularly  to  the  Church,  and  consequently 
find  their  proper  complement  in  what  is  called 
ecclesiastical  history.  A  portion  of  this  his¬ 
tory  is  recorded  in  the  Bible  itself ;  the  greater 
portion,  however,  is  contained  in  what  are 
called  uninspired  writings.  If  the  prophecies 
of  the  Bible  concerning  tbe  Church  arc  to  be 
understood,  and  the  lessons  which  they  are 
designed  to  teach  to  be  learned,  we  must  trace 
out  this  history  from  all  its  various  sources. 
All  this  will  furnish  abundant  occasion  for  the 
most  laborious  and  unremitting  research. 

The  several  considerations  presented  are 
sufficient  to  show  the  ground  of  the  necessity 
for  unremitting  and  laborious  eflTort,  in  the 
study  of  the  Bible,  in  order  lo  arrive  at  r. 
thorough  knowledge  of  its  sacred  truths.  It 
may  not,  however,  be  out  of  place  simply  to 
add,  in  this  connection,  that  an  acquaintance 
with  the  results  of  Biblical  criticism  and  with 
the  natural,  moral  and  intellectual  sciences, 
will  be  of  more  or  less  service  in  the  study  of 
the  Scripture,  and  the  formation  of  this  ac¬ 
quaintance  will  also  require  a  considerable 
amount  of  effort. — Mestenger. 

Uneducated  Women. 

There  is  no  sight  so  truly  pitiable  as  that 
afforded  by  a  rising  family  of  children 
under  the  guardianship  of  an  ignorant 
mother.  I  would  be  understood  in  the  use  of 
the  term  ignorant^  as  wishing  to  convey  the 
picture  of  a  mother  whose  maiden  days  were 
devoted  lo  the  acquirement  of  fashionable  ac¬ 
complishments,  to  the  exclusion  of  solid  men¬ 
tal  culture  and  acquirements.  The  woman 
who  reigns  the  queen  of  the  ball-room  is  very 
seldom  found  capable  of  being  the  governess 
of  her  own  children  :  and  the  lime  spent  at 
soiree  and  route  will  be  bitterly  regretted 
when  age  brings  experience  and  consequent 
remorse  for  the  evil  she  has  inflicted,  and  her 
incapacity  to  discharge  properly  the  interest¬ 
ing  and  important  duties  of  her  station,  when 
it  was  her  natural  duty  to  be  at  once  an  in¬ 
structor  and  example.  The  maiden  who  casts 
aside  her  book  for  the  cotillion  will  never  win 
the  love  and  esteem  of  a  sensible  man  ;  and 
should  she  select  a  partner  for  life  among  her 
partners  in  the  dance,  she  will  find,  that  her 
choice  has  been  as  unfortunate  as  the  place 
where  she  first  attracted  his  notice  was  inju¬ 
dicious.  I  ever  look  with  pain  upon  that 
young  wife  who  enters  upon  her  second  era 
with  fashionable  ideas  of  society.  Her  first 
era  has  been  devoted  to  the  attainment  of  cer¬ 
tain  rules  and  systems  which  are  scarcely 
pardonable  in  the  girl,  certainly  censurable  in 
the  wife,  and  criminal  in  the  mother. 

The  following  remarks  by  Hannah  Moore 
so  forcibly  express  my  views  on  the  subject, 
that  1  give  them  in  lieu  of  anything  farther 
from  myself : — 

“  W  hen  a  man  of  sense  comes  to  marry,  it 
is  a  companion  whom  he  wants,  not  an  artist. 
It  is  not  merely  a  creature  who  can  paint  and 
play,  sing  and  dance — it  is  a  being  who  can 
comfort  and  counsel  him,  one  who  can  reason 
and  reflect,  and  feel  and  judge,  and  discourse 
and  discriminate-one  who  can  assist  him  in  his 
affairs,  lighten  his  sorrows,  purify  his  joys, 
strengthen  his  principles,  and  educate  his 
children.  Such  is  the  woman  who  is  fit  for 
a  mother,  and  the  mistress  of  a  family.  A 
woman  of  the  former  description  may  occa¬ 
sionally  figure  in  a  drawing-room,  and  attract 
the  admiration  of  the  company,  but  she  is  en¬ 
tirely  unfit  for  a  help-mate  to  a  man,  and  lo 
‘  train  up  a  child  in  the  way  it  should  go.’” 

“  A  link  Broken” — Preaching  in  India. 

I  one  day  preached  on  the  general  corrup¬ 
tion  of  mankind,  and  the  impossibility  of  be¬ 
ing  saved  by  our  own  works.  A  person 
present  expressed  his  surprise  at  my  asser¬ 
tions,  and  thought  it  strange  that  I  should  en¬ 
force  the  necessity  of  our  keeping  the  whole 
law,  if  we  desired  to  be  saved  by  our  own 
merits.  It  was  unjust,  he  urged,  to  consider 
a  man  cursed  who  confirmeth  not  all  the 
words  of  the  law  lo  do  them  ;  and  cried 
out,  “  How  can  this  be  true,  that  whosoever 
shall  keep  the  whole  law,  and  yet  offend  in 
one  point,  he  is  guilty  of  all  ?  IIow  can 
this  be  ?  If  I  keep  six  of  the  commandments, 
and  break  four,  have  1  not  kept  the  majority? 
And  is  not  God  in  justice  bound  to  give  me 
heaven,  because  1  have  kept  two  more  than 
I  have  broken  ?” 

In  explaining  these  truths,  we  can  easily 
make  ourselves  understood  to  cultivated 
minds,  but  I  could  never  make  the  common 
people  understand  me  without  a  parable. 
Instead  of  entering  into  an  argument,  I  have 
often  replied  by  a  description  of  a  scene  on 
the  Ganges ;  ”  The  day  was  dismal,  the 
wind  roared,  the  thunder  pealed,  the  light¬ 
ning  was  vivid,  the  waves  of  the  Ganges 
raged,  the  stream  was  swollen  and  the  cur¬ 
rent  rapid  I  the  infuriated  elements  threatened 
destruction  to  every  vessel  on  its  waters  ;  no 
boat  could  outlive  the  storm  for  any  length 
of  time.  But  see,  what  is  that  ?  It  is  a 
boat  in  distress,  filled  with  people,  rapidly 
hurried  along  by  the  waves.  Between  the 
peals  of  thunder,  tbe  shrieks  of  the  people 
are  heard  ;  they  fear  the  rocks  on  the  shore, 
to  which  the  current  is  driving  them.  What 
can  be  done  for  them  ?  Could  they  but  be 
drawn  into  this  creek,  they  would  be  safe. 
Those  on  the  shore  look  anxiously  around, 
and  discover  a  chain  lying  near  them.  A 
man  instantly  fastens  a  stone  to  a  rope,  binds 
the  other  end  to  the  chain,  and  flings  tbe 
stone  into  the  boat.  The  rope  is  caught ; 
tbe  people  eagerly  lay  hold  on  the  cable, 
while  those  on  shore  begin  to  draw  them, 
amid  the  raging  elements,  towards  the  creek. 
They  already  rejoice  at  tbe  prospect  of  de¬ 
liverance  ; — but,  when  they  are  within  a 
few  yards  of  the  land,  one  link  of  the  chain 
breaks,  I  do  not  say  ten  links  but  only  one 
link,  in  tbe  middle  of  tbe  chain.  What  shall 
these  distressed  people  do  now  ?  Shall  they 
still  cling  to  the  unbroken  links  ?”  “  No  ! 

no  !”  exclaimed  one  of  my  hearers  ;  “  over¬ 
board  with  the  chain,  or  it  will  sink  them  the 
sooner.”  “  What  then  shall  they  do  ?” 
“  Cast  themselves  upon  the  mercy  of  God,” 
exclaimed  another.  “True,”  I  replied  ;  “  if 
one  commandment  be  broken  ;  we  cannot  be 
saved  by  them  ;  wc  must  trust  in  the  mercy 


of  God,  and  lay  hold  on  tbe  almighty  hand 
of  Christ,  which  is  stretched  out  to  save  us.” 
I  have  frequently  used  this  parable,  and  al¬ 
ways  found  it  lo  answer. — Rbv.  C.  B.  Lev-

$10  in  a  light  snow.  ^  Many  anxious  hours 
did  he  search  for  it  in  vain. 

Forty -two  years  afterward,  a  man  who  had 
all  tbe  while  lived  in  tbe  same  neighborhood, 
called  on  my  father :  said  he,  “  1  have  come 
to  confess  1  have  wronged  you,  and  to  ask 
yoor  forgiveness.”  “  Wronged  me  T  I  know 
nothing  of  your  wronging  me.”  “Yes  I 
have  ;  and  here  are  the  ten  dollars  you 
lost  in  tbe  snow  forty  years  ago.  I  found  tbe 
money  and  have  kept  it  till  now,  and  I  want 
to  pay  you  interest  loo.  Will  you  forgive 
me  ?  I  could  not  sleep  a  wink  last  nighL” 
The  tears  flowed  freely  ;  they  were  the  tears 
of  penitence.  Conscience,  like  a  roused  lion, 
had  fiercely  done  its  work;  and  tbe  penitent, 
assured  of  pardon,  went  away  with  a  counte¬ 
nance  serene  as  a  summer  sky,  after  having 
been  swept  by  tbe  tempest’s  wing  and  washed 
down  by  a  thunder  shower. 

O  let  me  meet  a  bear,  bereaved  of  her  cubs, 
or  the  king  of  tbe  forest  mad  with  desperation, 
rather  than  a  guilty  conscience  raised  from  tbe 
dead.

He  determined 
to  print  English  books  for  the  numerous 
youths  of  the  poorer  classes,  who  are  now 
endeavoring  to  obtain  a  smattering  of  our 
the  scythe  of  the  I  tongue,  and  for  whom  even  tbe  low-priced 
proud  ship  dashed  1  elementary  works  of  the  Calcutta  Schooi- 
-  Book  Society  are  too  high.  Of  these  works, 
thousands  of  pirated  copies  have  been  printed 
in  Calcutta,  and  disseminated  through  the 
country.  But  the  individual  we  alluded  to, 
finding  English  type,  at  second-hand,  too 
dear  for  bis  purpose,  has  cut  a  set  of  punches 
for  himself,  and  cast  the  types  which  he  em¬ 
ploys  for  his  work.  They  are  entirely  want¬ 
ing  in  that  beauty  and  exquisite  accuracy 
which  characterize  our  English  types,  but 
to  an  inexperienced  eye  the  difference  be¬ 
tween  them  and  letters  cast  in  Europe  or 
America  would  scarcely  be  apparent ;  and 
to  a  native,  the  inferiority  would  be  alto- 
g^ber  imperceptible.  Thus  furnished  by 
bis  own  ingenuity  with  the  whole  apparatus 
of  a  typographical  establishment,  he  is  en¬ 
abled  to  produce  works  at  so  cheap  a  rate, 
as  completely  to  undersell  the  presses  in  Cal¬ 
cutta.  Tbe  native  booksellers  in  that  city,  a 
rising  race,  though  at  present  of  little  nolo, 
are  happy  to  avail  themselves  of  his  labors, 
and  purchase  edition  after  edition  of  his  cheap 
books.  As  soon  as  education  in  the  ver¬ 
nacular  language  becomes  tbe  order  of  the 
day,  it  is  by  such  men  and  such  means  that 
books  will  be  multiplied.  Capital  will  be 
poured  in  upon  the  enterprise  ;  the  natives, 
who  are  acquainted  both  with  English  and 
Bengalee,  will  find  it  to  their  advantage  to 
cater  for  the  press,  and  the  means  of  im¬ 
provement  will  be  placed  within  the  reach  of 
the  middling  and  lower  classes  of  society.

The  patient  Christian. 

Under  the  pressure  of  any  affliction,  “Thy 
will  be  done,”  as  it  is  the  patient  Christian’s 
unceasing  prayer,  so  is  it  the  ground  of  his 
unvarying  practice.  In  this  brief  petition  he 
finds  his  whole  duty  comprised  and  express¬ 
ed.  It  is  the  unprompted  request  of  his  lips 
— it  is  the  motto  inscribed  on  his  heart — it  is 
the  principle  which  regulates  his  life — H  is 
the  voice  which  says  to  the  stormy  passions, 
“  Peace,  be  still !”  Let  others  expostulate, 
he  submits  ;  nay,  even  submission  does  not 
adequately  express  his  feelings.  We  fre¬ 
quently  submit,  not  so  much  from  duty,  as 
from  nece.ssity  ;  we  submit,  because  we  can¬ 
not  help  ourselves.  Resignation  sometimes 
may  be  mere  acquiescence  in  the  sovereignty, 
rather  than  conviction  of  the  wisdom  and 
goodness  of  God  ;  while  the  patient  Christian 
not  only  yields  to  the  dispensation,  but  adores 
tbe  Dispenser.  He  not  only  submits  to  the 
blow,  but  vindicates  the  hand  which  inflicts 
it :  “  The  Lord  is  righteous  in  all  his  ways.” 
He  refers  to  the  chastisement  as  a  proof  of 
the  affection  of  the  Chastiser  ;  “  I  know  that 
in  very  faithfulness  thou  hast  caused  me  to 
be  afflicted.”  He  recurs  to  the  thoughtless¬ 
ness  of  his  former  prosperity  :  “  Before  I  was 
afflicted,  I  went  astray,”  and  alludes  lo  the 
trial  less  as  a  punishment  than  a  parental  cor¬ 
rection.  If  he  prays  for  a  removal  of  the 
present  snflering,  he  prays  also  that  it  may 
not  be  removed  from  him  until  it  has  been 
sanctified  to  him.

A  Hindoo  Genius. 

A  native  of  Calcutta,  by  hereditary  pro¬ 
fession  a  blacksmith,  who  was  employed  for 
many  years  in  cutting  punches  for  this  press, 
having  now  little  occupation,  has  adopted  the 
following  ingenious  mode  of  livelihood : — 
He  has  manufactured  an  iron  press  upon  the 
model  of  one  of  those  in  use  here,  and  set  up 
a  printing-office,  at  which  he  has  commenced 
printing  for  the  country  at  large.  Last 
year  he  printed  a  native  almanac,  of  a  supe¬ 
rior  character,  which  had  a  remarkable  run. 
Soon  after  this  be  began  lo  engrave  od  lead 
pictures  of  tbe  gods  and  goddesses  ef  ibe 
Hindoo  Pantheon,  of  which  hundreds  of 
thousands  were  struck  off  on  inferior  paper, 
and  obtained  a  ready  sale.  Some  of  them 
were  afferwards  adorned  by  the  art  of  the 
limner,  and  being  set  in  frames,  sold  of 
course  for  a  higher  price.  Hawkers  were 
employed  in  traversing  the  country  with 
packs  of  these  mythological  prints,  both  on 
account  of  ourSerampore  printer,  and  others 
who  soon  found  it  advantageous  to  imitate 
his  example  in  Calcutta.  Hence  there  arc 
few  villages  to  be  found  in  a  circle  of  many 
miles  round  the  country  in  which  the  cottage 
of  perhaps  the  poorest  individual  is  not  sup¬ 
plied  with  the  veritable  effigy  of  some  one 
of  the  popular  gods.  The  supply,  how- 


We  do  not  pray  Enough. 

Felix  Neff  once  made  the  following  compa¬ 
rison  : — “  When  a  pump  ia  frequently  used, 
but  little  pains  are  necessary  to  have  water  ; 
the  water  pours  out  at  the  first  stroke,  be¬ 
cause  it  is  high.  But  if  the  pump  has  not 
been  used  for  a  longtime,  the  water  gels  low, 
and  when  you  want  it,  you  must  pump  a 
long  while,  and  the  water  comes  only  after 
great  efforts.

Value  of  a  Child’s  Time.

His  school  mates  and 
his  teacher  wondered  how  it  was,  that  the 
little  baron  always  had  so  good  a  lesson  ;  and 
France  has  still  wondered  how  Cuvier  came 
to  be  so  great  a  mao  ;  the  secret  was,  he  was 
tchooled  upon  his  mother’s  lap.

C.  At  first  I  thought  it  might  be  a  mad  dog, 
but  uncle  says  that  all  the  mad  dogs  in  Eng¬ 
land  have  never  done  half  the  mischief  that 
this  fearful  thing  has  done,  and  I  do  believe 
that  what  he  says  is  true. 

P.  What  is  it,  then  ?  Has  a  tiger  or  a  lion 
broken  loose  from  a  caravan? — but  if  that  had 
been  the  case,  most  likely  1  should  have  heard 
of  it.  Do  tell  me  what  it  is,  Charles. 

C.  I  wanted  you  to  guess  it.  My  uncle 
says  that  it  has  pulled  down  many  a  strong 
man  to  tbe  ground.  He  knew  a  soldier  who 
was  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo,  a  very  steady 
man,  with  a  heart  like  a  lion.  There  was  no 
danger  that  he  would  not  face,  but,  for  all 
that,  he  was  no  match  for  the  fearful  thing 
that  I  spoke  of,  for  it  conquered  him  as  easily 
as  if  be  had  been  a  child. 

P.  There  must  have  been  a  hard  struggle 
before  a  man  like  that  could  have  been  con¬ 
quered. 

C.  My  uncle  knew  also  a  sailor,  who  was 
with  Napier  at  the  taking  of  Acre,  when  the 
gunpowder  magazine  blew  up.  He  had  a

It  is  not  a  wild 
beast  with  fierce,  flashing  eyes,  sharp  teeth 
and  long  claws,  as  I  dare  say  you  have  fan¬ 
cied  it  lo  be,  but  a  very  different  kind  of  thing 
indeed.  It  is,  in  short,  nothing  more  or  less 
than — a  laugh  ! 

P.  A  laugh  ! 

C.  Yes,  Peter,  a  laugh  ! 

P.  Then  what  did  your  uncle  mean  by  its 
pulling  down  many  a  tall  fellow  to  the 
ground,  and  by  its  attacking  and  overcoming 
the  brave  soldier  and  sailor  ? 

C.  His  meaning  was  this,  and  I  will  give 
it  you  as  near  as  I  can  in  his  very  words. 
“Charles,”  said  be,  “  they  are  not  the  most 
fearful  things  in  the  world  which  are  the 
most  frightful  to  the  eye.  Where  one  man 
breaks  his  neck  by  falling  down  a  precipice, 
ten  go  down  the  gently-sloping  hill  into  dan¬ 
ger  at  tbe  bottom.  Where  one  man  is  torn 
by  a  tiger,  a  hundred  arc  brought  to  ruin 
by  the  sparkling  glass.  Evil  things  that 
are  frightful,  drive  us  away  from  them,  so 
that  we  get  out  of  danger ;  but  evil  things 
which  are  alluring,  draw  us  towards  them, 
and  thereby  double  our  peril. 

P.  He  is  right  there,  certainly.  W’^hat 
else  did  he  say  ? 

C.  He  went  on  thus.  “Take  my  word, 
Charles,  that  a  pleasant  friend,  who  lives  a 
careless  life,  is  more  dangerous  than  a  disa¬ 
greeable  enemy  ;  but  what  1  wish  to  warn 
you  against  now  is,  the  laugh  of  thoughtless 
companions.  It  is  a  fearful  thing,  and  few 
young  people  can  bear  up  against  it.  Hun¬ 
dreds,  aye  thousands,  who  have  stood  up 
bravely  against  many  temptations,  have  been 
unable  to  endure  it.  Youth  and  manhood 
have  been  overcome  by  it,  and  led  into  evil. 
Many  men  can  endure  being  cut  to  pieces 
belter  than  they  can  bear  being  laughed  at 
by  their  companions.”

C.  And  I  am  sure,  loo,  that  he  is  a  good 
man.  He  told  me  that  the  soldier  and  sailor 
of  whom  he  spoke,  were  steady  men,  and 
that  they  wished  to  lead  steady  lives,  but  that 
being  unable  lo  bear  the  laugh  of  their  com¬ 
panions,  they  were  led  into  all  kinds  of  evil, 
and  brought  utterly  to  ruin. 

P.  I  never  could  have  thought  that  a  laugh 
could  have  done  so  much  mischief. 

C.  My  uncle  finished  his  remarks,  as  near 
as  1  can  remember,  in  the  following  words  : 
“  If,  Charles,  you  wish  to  be  able  to  resist 
this  fearful  thing,  the  laugh  of  a  thoughtless 
and  wicked  companion,  pray  for  Divine  as¬ 
sistance,  to  lead  you  to  a  knowledge  of  your¬ 
self  as  a  weak  and  sinful  being,  and  to  be¬ 
lieve  in  Jesus  Christ  for  pardon  and  salvation. 
He  is  the  sure  protection  of  every  one,  who 
through  grace  trusts  in  him.  Moreover  read 
continually  God’s  holy  word,  for  it  is  a  lamp 
that  will  light  you  in  darkness,  and  a  guide 
that  will  direct  you  in  difficulty.  ‘  Where¬ 
withal  shall  a  young  man  cleanse  his  way  ? 
by  taking  heed  thereto  according  to  thy 
word!’  From  the  least  important  truth  in 
Holy  Scripture,  to  that  greatest  of  all  truths, 
‘Christ  Jesus  came  into  the  world  to  save 
sinners,’  it  is  worthy  of  our  constant  regard. 
Read  it,  ponder  it,  and  pray  over  it,  and  with 
God’s  blessing  you  will  not  only  find  that  it 
will  be  a  solace  to  you  in  youth  and  age,  in 
life  and  death,  but  also  that  it  will  be  the  best 
defence  against  that  fearful  thing,  the  laugh 
of  a  thoughtless  and  wicked  companion.”
